THE NEW PLANET. 


Mr. Wm. Lassell, in a letter to the 


London Times, states that he has discov- 
ered, with his telescope, that Le Venier's 
neuly discovered planet has a ring and 
a satellite. 
With regard to the ring he 


is not prepared positively to announce 
its existence, though he feels sure of it ; 
but of the existence of a star, having 
every aspect of a satellite, he says there 
is not a shadow of doubt. 


An English paper, speaking of this new plan- 


et, says:— 


The present distance of the new plan- 


et, expressed in common measure, is 
about 3,200,000,000 English miles from 
the sun, and about 3,100,000,000 from 
the earth. 
Its distance from Uranus, 


whose motions it disturbs, is about J50,- 
000,000 of miles. 
Its diameter is esti- 


mated at 50,000 miles. 
That of Uranus 


is about 3-5,000; of Jupiter 50,000: of 
Saturn 79,000; of the earth b.OOO. ' Its 
cubic bulk is to that of the earth as 250 
to 1. 
The new planet is the largest in 


our system except Jupiter and Saturn; 
and since these two planets, as well as 
Uranus, are each attended by a train of 
satellites, it is extremely probable that 
the new planet will have a similar ac- 
companiment. 
We had the pleasure of 


seeing the planet on Thursday nignt 
from Colton Hill. It comes to the me- 
ridian a few minutes before nine, arid is 
within a short distance of Saturn.
